To  the  Governor  of  Maryland  : 

The  Comptroller,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tion one  of  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1852, 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

THE    OPERATIONS    OF    THE    TREASURY   FOR   THE 
FISCAL  YEAR. 

Statement  JYo.  1,  appended  to  this  Report,  will  show  the  ag- 
gregate receipts  into  the  Treasury  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  30th 
of  September  1854,  to  have  been  $1,208,347  39,  which,  added 
to  $345,357.80,  (the  balance  in  the  Treasury  as  of  the  30th  Sep- 
tember 1853,)  will  make  the  total  sum  in  the  Treasury  during  the  . 
fiscal  year  $1,553,  705.19. 

Statement  JYo.  2,  will  give  the  Public  Expenditures  during 
the  fiscal  year,  ended  30th  September  1854,  which  were  $1,175,- 
581.21,  and  will  also  exhibit  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  as  of 
the  30th  September  1854  to  have  been  $378,123.98,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  the  charges  therein  stated,  leaving  a  nett.  balance 
applicable  to  future  demands  of  $109,946.11. 

THE  ESTIMATES. 

Statement  JVb.  3,  will  exhibit  the  Estimate  of  the  probable 
receipts  in  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Statement  JVo.  4,  will  show  the  Estimate  of  probable  demands 
upon  the  Treasury  for  the  current  fiscal  year, 

"'fHE   FUNDS." 

A  report  of  the  Free  School  Fund  and  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 


constituting  "TheFunds,"  will  be  found  comprised  in  iS/a^cmeTiif 

No.  5. 

It  will  be  observed,  by  reference  to  this  statement,  that  there 
was  in  the  Treasury  to  the  t:redit  of  the  "Free  School  Fund,"  on 
theSOfh  September  1853,  the  sura  of  $30,802.66, ^and  that  the 
receipts,  on  this  account,  for  the  fiscal  year,  were  $75,235.  i  8, 
and  the  expenditures  for  the  same  period  amnuiiLed  to  $64,610,- 
08  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  that  lund,  as  of  30lh  Sep- 
tember 1854,  of  $41,427.76. 

Among  the  items  of  receipts  on  account  of  this  fnnd,  in  the 
statement  aloresaid,  will  be  seen  the  sum  of  $9,300,  received 
from  the  Farmers  Bank  of  Maryland,  from  the  reduction  of  two- 
fifths  on  so  much  of  the  slock  of  said  Bank  standing  to  the  credit 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore,  for  the  use  of  Free 
Schools,  This  reduction  was  made,  in  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of 
authority  derived  from  the  Legi.slature,  by  chapter  78  of  the  Acts  of 
1854,  The  Legislature,  at  tt.at  session  having  made  no  provision  for 
the  investment  for  the  proceeds  thereof,  the  Treasurer,  with  a 
lautiable  desire  to  keep  active  this  sum,  for  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  originally  designed,  has,  with  the  approbation  and  con- 
ciirtence  of  the  Comptroller,  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  in- 
vested   this  amount    in    State   of  Maryland    6  per    cent,   Stock. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  at  its  next 
session,  ratifying  this  disposition  of  the  said  sum. 

That  portion  of  the  school  Fund  which  consists  of  Bank  Stock 
and  cash  belongirrg  to  the  Counties,  is  set  fourth  in  Statement 
A. 

Statement  JVo.  5,  also  gives  the  amounts  received  into  ar  d 
disbursed  from  the  'JVeasury,  on  account  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
during  the  past  fiscal  year.  Fr.»m  this  statement  it  will  be  seen, 
that  there  was  in  the  Treasury  of  the  credit  to  the  Sinking 
Fund,  on  the  30th  Se[)tember"l853,  the  sum  of  $LJ  17,77  ; 
and  there  was  received  from  the  sources  therein  sj)ecified,  during 
the  fiscal  year,  the  sum  of  $284,473.58,  making  an  agg  ega\e  of 
$285,591.35,  every  dollar  of  which  was  i  isbursed  du  ing  the 
fiscal  yeaj"  in  investments,  for  the  use  of  that  Fund;  so  that  at 
the  close  of  that  period  there  was  no  balance  whatever  in  the 
Treasuiy,  standing  to  the  credit  d  that  Fund. 

For  the  character  of  the  Stocks  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  since  30th  September  1853,  reference  should  be 
made  to  Statement  B. 

By  an  examination  of  his  statement,  it  will  be  discovered  that 
on  the  30ih  September,  1853,  the  stock  standing  to  the  credit  of 


the  Sinking  Fund,  amounted  to  $2,870,704  71,  and  that  on  the 
30th  September,  1854,  it  had  increased  to  the  sum  of  $3,158,- 
637  53,  showing  an  addition  in  twelre  months  of  $287,- 
932  82. 

A  calculation,  made  from  Statement  B  and  Statem,ent  No.  5; 
will  show  a  gain  in  the  amount  of  Stock  so  purcaased  for  this 
Fund,  as  compared  with  its  par  value,  of  $2,341  47. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  late  and  present  Treasurers,  by 
whose  ability  and  zeal  these  successful  operations  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  for  the  last  year,  have  been  accomplished  ;  for  by  the  Con- 
stitution, the  charge  of  that  branch  of  the  Treasury  Department 
is  exclusively  confided  to  that  officer. 

DIRECT  TAXES. 

Statement  No.  6,  will  show  that  the  receipts  from  the  Direct 
Tax  for  the  fiscal  year  are  $393  679  11,  of  which  $133,827  72 
were  paid  on  account  of  the  Direct  Tax  for  1854,  and  $259,851 
39  were  on  account  of  previous  years. 

-    '     No  exact  comparison  of  receipts  from  this   source  for  the  last 
^fiscal  year  and  the  year  ended  30th  September  1853  is  instituted, 

because  the  last  mentioned  year  was  composed  of  but  ten  months; 

but  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  the  receipts  on  this  account  for  the 

twelve  months  exceed  very  little  the  payments  for  the  ten  months, 

ended  30th  September,  1853. 

This,  however,  might  have  been  anticipated,  because  the 
arrears  of  past  years,  which  are  collectable,  are  speedily  decreas- 
ing. 

It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped,  that  the  present  system  of  taxation 
may  remain  undisturbed.  The  annual  revenue  of  the  State 
should  be  sufficient,  not  only  to  discharge  its  current  liabilities, 
but  to  keep  its  faith  high  above  all  contingencies,  which  might 
impair  its  credit,  and  also  to  add  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  by  which 
so  much  of  the  Public  Debt  is  gradually  retired. 

Some  action  should  be  had  by  the  Legislature  to  close,  as  far 
aspractieable,the  many  accounts  open  against  defaultingCollectors 
and  their  securities  and  also  to  dispose  of  such  suits  and  judg- 
ments long  pending  against  such  Public  Officers  and  upon  their 
official  bonds. 

These  accounts  may  be  found  set  forth  in  Statement  D. 

That  Statement  exhibits  the  balances  due  by  Collectors 
for  the  years  running  from  1841  to  1853,  inclusive,  to  be  $346,- 
494  "A. 


Statement  E  contains  an  account  of  the  balances  in  the  h^nds 
of  Collectors,  for  1854,  which  shows  them  to  amount  to  $226,- 
921  84. 

Considerable  difficulty  arises  in  the  collection  of  the  tax  upon 
the  assessed  capital  of  Incorporated  Institutions,  from  the  failure 
of  the  County  Commissioners  to  report  to  this  office  the  amount 
of  such  assessments ;  and  it  is  necessary  that  some  law  should 
be  passed,  making  it  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners  to  make 
such  returns  annually. 

Action  should  also  be  taken  by  the  Legislature  in  equalizingand 
regulating  the  Tax  upon  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies. 

In  some  of  the  counties  these  companies  are  properly  assessed 
and  pay  their  quota  of  taxation  ;  while  in  others  they  either  pay 
no  tax  upon  their  capital,  or  some  inadequate  amount.  To  this 
subject,  however,  it  is  proposed  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Leg- 
islature hereafter. 


STAMP  DUTIES. 

Statement  No.  9,  contains  an  account  of  the  moneys  received 
from  stamp  duties,  during  the  fiscal  year,  amounting  to  $71,010 
92,  of  which  $47,844.87  were  received  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Stamps,  and  $23,166  05  from  the  clerks  of  the  several  courts. 

It  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  of  the  amounts  received  dur- 
ing this  fiscal  year,  with  the  sum  received  in  the  year  ended  30th 
September,  1853,  and  in  October  and  November  succeeding, 
which  in  the  aggregate  amounted  to  $61,450  64,  that  there  is  a 
large  excess  in  favor  of  this  year,  to  the  amount  of  $9,560  28. 

Indeed,  the  payments  mto  the  Treasury  for  this  year  are  the 
largest,  by  far,  ever  made  from  this  source  of  the  Public  Reve- 
nue. 

While,  therefore,  credit  is  due  to  Ihe  Comrais'^ioner  and  other 
officers  engaged  in  the  collection  of  this  Tax,  it  is  suggested, 
that  the  present  system  may  be  amended  to  the  advantage  of  the 
State,  both  in  the  increase  of  the  amount,  as  well  as  the  security 
of  its  collection. 

Such  amendments  should,  however,  be  more  properly  sugges- 
ted to  the  Legislature. 

REVENUE  FROM  CLERKS  OF  COURTS,  &c. 

Statetnent  JVb.  9,  also  discloses  the  Receipts  into  the  Treasury 
from  Sales  of  Licenses,  Tax  on  Plaintiffs,  on  Commissions  of  Trus^ 
tees  and  Receivers,  Excess  of  Officers'  Fees  &c.,  which  are  re- 
ceived through  the  Clerks  of  Courts,  Commissioners  of  Stamps, 


&c.  The  amount  received  from  these  sources,  during  the  fiscal 
year,  was  $239,211.66  which  exceeds  the  receipts  of  the  previous 
fiscal  year,  inclusive  of  October  and  November,  in  the  sum  of 
$18,589.91. 

In  connection  with  the  Revenue  received  through  the  hands  of 
Clerks  of  Courts  from  Sales  of  Licenses,  it  may  be  proper  to  re- 
mark, that  by  chap.  200  of  1854,  Licenses,  were  ordered  to  be 
issued,  for  the  inspection,  guaging  and  weighing,  of  certain 
commodities :  which  business  had  been,  previously,  under  the 
special  care  of  Officers  appointed  by  the  Executive. 

Whether,  in  a  commercial  point  of  view,  this  particular  act 
was  judicious  or  not,  the  opinions  of  many  may  differ,  but  it  is 
certam,  that  in  its  operation  it  has  proved  of  financial  advaatage, 
to  the  State.  The  Revenue  derived  from  this  source,  since  the 
law  went  into  effect  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  amounted  to 
$6,682.50.  There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  in  the  coming 
year,  this  amount  will  be  diminished. 

The  settlements  made  on  these  accounts,  namely,  for  Licenses, 
Tax  on  Plaintiffs,  &c.j  per  the  Clerks  of  Courts,  have  been  very 
punctual  and  satisfactory,  with  but  few  exceptions. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for 
Caroline  County  has  failed  to  pay  into  the  Treasury  the  amount 
of  Revenue  accrued  in  his  hands,  upon  his  three  Semi-Annual 
Returns,  to  June  1854,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than 
$3,500.  Suits  were  ordered  by  this  Department  upon  his  official 
bond  for  the  amounts  due  upon  each  of  these  returns,  but  to  the 
present  time  nothing  whatever  has  been  received  into  the  Treas- 
ury therefrom.  In  view  of  the  necessity  of  protecting  the  Pub- 
lic Revenue,  and  the  proper  action  under  the  Law  passed  at  the 
last  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  chap.  196,  m  relation  to 
such  cases  it  is  most  respectfully  suggested  that  the  Public  interest 
requires  the  interference  of  the  Executive  in  this  matter,  by  the 
employment  of  Counsel,  under  Sec.  21,  Art.  11,  of  the  Consti- 
tution, that  prompt  and  decided  measures  may  be  taken  there- 
in. 

Nothing  has  been  received  from  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  who  was  in  default,  on  account  of  Licenses,  to 
the  amount  of  $17,8&2.75. 

His  account  was  immediately  put  in  suit,  in  December  1853, 
and  judgments  have  been  recovered  against  him  and  his  sureties 
in  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore,  for  the  amount  of  his  indebt- 
edness to  the  State  on  this  account.  A  deed  of  his  property  was 
made  by  Mr.  Norwood  to  a  Trustee,  for  the  protection  of  his 
sureties,  as  far  as  the  proceeds  of  his  property  would  go,  and  un- 
der that  Deed  the  property  has  been  sold,  and  the  funds  brought 
into  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City  for  distribution. 
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A  Petition  was  immediately  filed  by  the  Staters  Attorney,  pray- 
ing the  payment  of  the  balance,  which  might  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustee,  after  deducting  costs,  expenses  and  liens,  into  the 
State  Treasury;  and  to  this,  the  securities  of  Mr.  Norwood  made 
no  objection.  As  yet,  however,  no  final  action  has  been  had  in 
the  matter. 

There  should  be  some  provision  of  law  compelling  the  paymen 
into  the  Treasury,  and  the  annual  return,  of  all  Fines  collected  by 
process  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  violation  of  the  License 
Laws,  and  under  the  i\ct  of  1846,  Chap.  ]00,  and  its  Supple- 
ments. Such  Fines  are  constantly  imposed,  and  if  collected,  find 
their  way  into  places  of  deposit  other  than  the  State  Treasury;  for 
not  a  dollar  is  ever  received,  at  this  L^epartment,  from  these 
sources. 

In  this  connection  another  suggestion  is  offered,  that  the  atten* 
tion  of  the  Legislature  shall  hereafter  be  called  to  the  necessity 
of  fixing  some  specific  day  in  June  and  December  of  each  year, 
upon  which  all  Returns,  of  every  kind,  should  be  made  by  all 
Public  Officers,  to  this  Department.  This  would  not  only  facili- 
tate the  operations  of  the  Offices  at  the  Seat  of  Government,  but 
would  advance  the  whole  public  business. 

The  loss  which  accrues  to  the  State  from  the  taking  of  irre* 
sponsible  sureties,  suggests  the  propriety,  as  a  measure  of  pre- 
caution, of  the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  the  securities  on  the 
bonds  of  Clerks  of  Courts,  Registers  of  Wills,  and  other  officers, 
who  receive  the  State  Revenue,  to  make  oath,  or  affirmation,  at 
the  time  of  signing  such  Bond,  that  he  or  she'is  worth,  above  his 
or  her  just  debts,  some  specific  sum, — to  be  stated  in  the  affidavit 
or  affirmation,— and  the  sums  so  sworn  to  should,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, exceed  the  penalty  of  the  Bond  This  would  be  some 
check  to  the  takirgot  inadequate  sejurity.  Such  are  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  in  relation  to  the  Bonds  of  the  Comptroller  and 
Treasurer,  and  no  reason  ran  well  be  offered  for  making  a  dis- 
tinction in  favor  of  other  Public  Officers. 

REVENUE  FROM  REGISTERS  OF  WILLS. 

The  Revenue  received  from  the  hands  of  Registers  of  Wills, 
being  mainly  for  Tax  on  Commissions  of  Executors  and  Admin- 
istrators, and  on  Collateral  inheritances,  amounted  inTlje  aggre- 
gate, during  the  fiscal  year,  to  $79,862.33,  of  which  $45,005.84 
were  for  the  first  named  Tax,  and  $34,523.27  were  for  the  last 
ivamed  Tax;  the  b;il;;nce  being  on  account  ot  'J'ax  upon  Offices 
and  Interest:  as  wiil  be  seen  by  reference  to  Siatcment  JVo.  10. 

There  was  received  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  ending 
-30th  September  ]853,on  similar  accounts,  the  sura  of  $43,823.25j 


and  in  October  and  November  succeeding,  the  additional  sum 
of  $10,590  59,  which  with  $9,683  29,  paid  by  the  Register  of 
Wills  for  Baltimore  city,  in  December,  and  included  by  the  late 
Comptroller  in  his  summing  up  the  twelve  months'  receipts  on 
his  account,  made  an  aggaegate  of  $64,097  13.  ,,j., 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  receipts  from  these  sources" 
for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  exceed  the  receipts  for  the  preced 
ing  twelve  months,  in  the  sum  of  $5,765  20. 

It  is  believed,  this  branch  of  the  public  revenue  will  yield 
more  each  succeeding  year,  as  the  property  and  wealth  of  the 
community  increase  and  business  expands. 

Some  suggestions  in  relation  to  a  more  stringent  and  uniform 
system  in  the  collection  of  these  taxes,  will  be  offered  to  the  next 
Legislature. 

AUCTION  DUTIES. 

Statement  JVb.  11,  shows  the  names  of  the  several  auctioneers 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  who  have  made  returns  to  the  Comp- 
troller, during  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  of  September,  1854, 
and  the  amount  of  duty  paid  by  each.  The  aggregate  sum  re- 
ceived into  the  Treasury,  from  this  source  of  Revenue,  was  $18,- 
632  67. 

By  chapter  266  of  the  Acts  of  1853,  the  proceeds  of  these 
duties  are  appropriated  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose 
of  deepening  and  improving  a  channel  in  the  Chesapeake  bay 
and  Patapsco  river  below  Fort  McHenry, 


BALTIMORE  AND  OHIO  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

The  current  obligations  to  the  State  have  been  faithfully  dis- 
charged by  this  company  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  amount  re- 
ceived from  it  for  the  State's  proportion  of  the  receipts  from  pas- 
sengers on  the  Washington  Branch  Road,  which  appears  in 
Statement  No.  12,  amounted,  for  the  year,  to  $62,877  53,  which 
is  a  decrease  of  $7,548  85,  when  compared  with  the,  receipts,, 
during  the  fiscal  year,  ended  30th  September,  1853.     ,;Bi  to  ,OdS 

It  is  not  difficult  to  account  for  this  diminution,  when  it  is  re-,^ 
membered  that  last  year  many  thousands  of  persons  were  attract-:, 
ed  to  Washington  from  all  parts  of  the  Union,  to  witness  the  Presi- 
dential inauguration  and  the  installation  of  a  new  Administration. 
The  proof  of  this  may  be  found  in  a  comparison  of  the  receipts, 
on  this  account  by  the  Company  in  the  two  months  of  March  and 
April  of  the  two  years.  In  MarcR  1853,  there  was  received 
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$43,171  26,  and  in  March  1854  but  $27,341  44,  while  in  April 
1853  the  receipts  amounted  to  $25,373  19,  and  in  April  1854  to 
$25,784  77.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  two  month  of  1853 
was  $68,544  45,  and  in  1854  was  $53,126  21,  showing  an  ex- 
cess in  favor  of  1853  of  $15,418  24  for  these  two  months,  yet 
in  the  entire  year  the  excess  for  1853,  only  amounts  to  $7,584 
8&.  , 

The  fare  charged  in  1853  was  much  greater  than  in  the  early^.^ 
months  of  the  late  fiscal  year.  It  must  be  apparent,  that  the  ex- 
cess in  the  receipts  from  this  source,  for  {he  preceding  fiscal  year 
is  to  be  attributed  solely  to  the  extraordinary  travel  and  higher 
fare  in  March  of  that  year,  and  not  to  any  diminution  in  the  reg- 
ular receipts  of  this  branch  of  the  road.  On  the  contrary,  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe,  that  the  receipts  of  the  present  fiscal 
year  on  this  account  will  exhibit  a  considerable  increase. 

SUSQUEHANNA  AND  TIDE  WATER  CANAL  COM- 
PANIES. 
Statement  JVo.  12,  shows  that  there  has  been  received  from 
these  companies,  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  sum  of  $65,406  10, 
of  which  $33,550  were  paid  on  account  of  the  current  interest 
for  the  year  1853. 

There  is,  therefore,  still  due  by  these  Companies,  for  the  inter- 
est of  this  year,  the  sum  of  $33,937  50. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  is  due,  by  them,  a  sum  exceeding 
$90,000  on  account  of  deficiencies  ot  interest  in  arrears  for  past 
years,  which  they  have  heretofore  been  unable  to  pay.  There 
was  a  proposition  made  to  the  Executive  some  years  ago,  that 
these  arrearages  should  be  funded,  and  then  the  companies  would 
be  able  to  pay,  annually,  the  interest  accruing  thereon.  This  ar- 
rangement it  would  be  well  to  allow  these  corapgnies  now  to 
consummate. 

BALTIMORE  AND  SUSQUEHANNA  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY. 

From  this  company  no  payment  has  been  made  into  the  Trea- 
sury during  vhe  fiscal  year.  It  is  probable  a  material  change 
will  soon  take  place  in  its  connection  with  the  State.  By  chapter 
250,  of  1854,  this  Company  was  authorized  to  consolidate  with 
the  York  and  Maryland  Line  Railroad  Company,  the  York  and 
Cumberland  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Susquehanna  Railroad 
Company,  in  the  ."State  of  Pennsylvania;  and  so  to  constitute  one 
Company,  undtr  the  tide  of  the  Northern  Central  P».ailway  Com- 
pany, upon  certain  terms  in  that  act  of  Assembly  specified. 

Subsequently,  by  chapter  260  of  the  same  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly, the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Maryland  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  transfer   to   said   Northern'  Central    Railway   Com- 
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pany,  or  to  the  consolidated  Company,  by  whatever  name  it  may 
be  called,  whenever  the  same  shall  have  been  erected,  according 
to  the  act  above  mentioned,  all  the  State's  interest  and  estate  in 
the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna.  Railroad  Company,  whether  as 
creditor,  mortgagee,  or  stockholder,  or  otherwise,  upon  receiv- 
ing from  the  said  consoldidated  Company,  a  mortgage  to  the 
State,  of  the  entire  line  of  railway  belonging  to  the  said  Company 
from  Baltimore  to  Sunbury,  with  all  the  revenue  and  tolls  thereof, 
to  secure  the  payment  to  the  State  of  an  annuity  of  $90,000, 
payable  quarterly,  subject  to  be  extinguished  at  any  time  in  ten 
years,  on  payment  of  $1,500,000,  with  all  interest  due  by  the 
said  company,  and  granting  to  it  the  privileges  ot  paying  said 
sum  in  instalments  not  les  in  amount  than  $100,000  each,  ob- 
taining a  ratable  deduction  of  said  annuity,  computing  the  same 
at  six  per  cent. 

Measures  have  been  adopted,  by  the  parties  interested,  to  effect 
this  consolidation,  and  in  all  probability,  it  will  be  accomplished 
before  this  Report  reaches  the  Executive  Department. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  one  of  the  first  acts  of  the  new 
Company  will  be  to  avail  itself  of  the  liberal  offer  of  sale  of  the 
State's  interest,  as  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  last  re- 
ferred to. 

EMOLUMENTS  OF  CLERKS  OF  COURTS,  &c. 

Tn  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  444,  of  1853,  the 
Comptroller  has  fixed  the  number  and  compensation  of  the  As- 
sistants or  Deputies  employed  by  the  Clerks  and  Registers  of  the 
State,  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  for  him  to  do.  Reports  are  re- 
ceived from  them  semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  July  and 
January,  showing  their  emoluments  and  expenses  in  detail. — 
From  the  reports  heretofore  received,  there  can  be  expected  but 
little,  on  account  of  excess  of  fees  over  the  constitutional  and  le- 
gal allowance  from  any  of  these  Officers,  except  from  the  clerks 
of  the  Superior  Court,  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  Criminal 
Court  of  Baltimore  city,  and  the  clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  for 
Dorchester  and  Frederick  counties,  and  from  the  Registers  of 
Wills  for  Baltimore  city  and  Frederick  county. 

TOBACCO  INSPECTIONS. 

Statement  JVo.  13,  exhibits  the  gross  receipts  from  the  State 
Tobacco  Inspections  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  the  fiscal  year 
to  have  been  $63,562  61,  and  the  expenses,  during  the  same 
period,  amounted  to  $51,915  95,  leaving  a  nett  balance  of  $11,- 
646  66.  Out  of  this  sum  are  to  be  paid  ground  rent,  insurances 
and  other  charges  upon  the  Warehouse  Property^  and  the  bal- 
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ance  then  remaining  is  absorbed  in  paying,  as  far  as  it  will  go, 
the  indebtedness  created  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Tobacco 
Warehouse,  hereinafter  referred  to,  in  that  city, 

By  chapter  381,  of  1853,  the  Legislature  authorized  Commis- 
sioners to  have  erected  a  new  Warehouse,  and  appropriating  a 
sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $35,000,  to  pay  for  its  construction. 
Of  this  sum,  the  Commissioners  have  already  drawn  nearly  the 
entire  amount  appropriated;  and  in  pursuance  of  the  directions 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  this  amount  has  been  charged  to  the 
Tobacco  Fund,  making  it  considerably  in  debt  on  this  account  to 
the  General  Treasury  of  the  State. 

From  a  full  examination  of  the  subject,  it  is  believed,  that  the 
Legislature  will  find  no  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  any  ad- 
ditional Inspector  to  this  Warehouse,  but  it  is  recommended,  that 
it  shall  be  devoted,  when  finished,  exclusively  to  the  storage  of 
Tobacco,  which  cannot  be  taken  into  other  Warehouses.  By  this 
means,  the  large  expenditure  of  money  made  for  storage  for 
many  years  past,  will  be  at  once  saved  to  the  Tobacco  Inspec- 
tions, and  prevent  their  becoming  a  charge  and  burden  to  the 
State 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Auction  Laws,  the  Laws  relating  to  Fines,  Forfeitures  and 
Penalties,  to  Agencies  of  Foriegn  Insurance  Companies,  to  pay- 
ment of  Dividends  on  Bank  Stocks  owned  by  the  State,  were 
all  suggested  as  requiring  revision  and  amendment  by  the  first 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  his  recommenda- 
tion should  receive  a  prompt  response  from  the  Legislature,  at  its 
next  session.  ■     ' ' 

The  present  Comptroller  will  hold  himself  ready,  at  their  caHj 
to  put  into  practical  shape  these  necessary  changes.
